The Notice of Allowability mailed September 22, 2003 for the above-identified 
application has been received by the Applicant. However, the Applicant respectfully requests 
clarification concerning that Notice with respect to the discrepancies noted below. 



The Notice of Allowability indicates that of the claims pending in the 
application, those which are identified as allowed are claims 1, 3-8 and 15-20. However, the 
claims pending in the application are claims 1, 5-10 and 15-20.
